The murest safeguard against | 
the menace which yesterday’s decisions 
have created will be a sensible and in- 
telligent use by the Government and the 
Irish people of the weeks which must 
elapse before conscription can be en- 
forced: we may count, perhaps, on an 
interval of not less than a month, The 
Nationalist plans for resisting conscription 
have nob been announced; but we may 
suppowe that the persons, lay and 
ecclesiastical, who have accepted the 
serious responsibility for yesterday's de- 
cisions will accept also the ibility 
for discouraging deeds of passion and Jaw- 
lessness during the next few weeks. The 
Go¥ernnient cannot cancel its conscription 
proposads in the face of the present threats 
—that would be an act of fatal weakness in 
Ireland and an act of treachery to our 
Armies in France—but it can give the Irish 
peopleand their leaders a last opportunity 
fo escape from a truly miserable position, 
The introduction of the Home Rule Bill 
should be accompanied by a final appeal 
for voluntary recruits from Ireland, and 
this appeal should be at once generous 
and intelligent. We all admit now that 
many mistakes were made in the earlier 
recruiting campaigns. Political prejudices 
were ignored, and too little attention was 
paid to those national instincts which all 
Irishmen, whether from north or south, 
possess in common. The new appeal 
should avoid all the old mistakes. It must 
be such a call as will make young Irish- 
men at home ashamed to leave the young 
fighting men of Ireland. England, and 
France in the lurch.

Eng- 
lish merchants state that they cannot now 
dispose of the bacon at the rate at which 
it is being issued. One large firm has 
gone so far ag to state that the stocks of 
bacon in the country, and the larger 
cargoes steadily arriving, almost warrant 
the removal of rationing as regards bacon. 
From Bristol it is reported that the docks 
are being blocked with bacon imports, and 
that a danger exists of waste owing to its 
becoming unfit for food. The Ministry of 
Food admits that temporary congestion of 
the quays at certain places may require 
special measures. Tf justifies its large 
buying and import of bacon, however, on 
the ground that this is the most favourable 
season for import, and that considerable 
supplies are now available in America. 
Quantities which are not needed to meet | 
present consumption are being put into 
cold storage to provide a reserve for re- 
quirements in the summer, when arrivals 
will be on a reduced scale. One object of 
this policy is to preserve herds of British 
cattle during the period when grass is 
plentiful. It is clear. in any case, that 
the danger in the case of bacon is rather of 
superfluity than of dearth.
